| Treating 
Patient 
- Of Sprue 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN 


AS long ago a8 1880, physicians 
were familar with a d'seare 
known as sprue, then thought to 
affect only people Jiving in 
trople countries. Today, we 
realise that this disorder {g much 
more frequent in tem erate 
climates than was formerly be- 
Neved. When it occurs in 
babies, as it often docs, It ig 
known as Celiac diseasc, : 
Diarritoca,’ with the presence 
of © great deal of dIkested fat {n 
the bowe} movements, is one of 
the first symptoms of sprue. In 
addition, there 1s anaem{a or 
lessening of the amount of 
colouring In the blood, inflam- 
mation of the mouth and tongue, 
ond swelling of the tissues, par- 
ticularly the legs. Later on ‘there 
may be some damage to the 
spinal cord, together with symp- 
tomsi indicating .9 deficiency of 
vitaming A, D,> and K, and 
those of the B-complex.’ Na- 
turally, loss of welght and 
strength Is marked. . 


Absorbing Fat 


Apparently, ‘In its beginning, 
bprue is-the result of a dis- 
turbanee in the body's abiilty to 
absorb ond use fat ond the es- 
sential products which .come 
from {ts digestion. There also 
appears to be a faulty absorp- 
tion of the factor which prevents 
pernicious anaemfa, This, -- to- 
fether with the — resulting 
vitamin defictencies, accounts
